consent to perform a great act for 
humanity? 
\V'e had it in every aspira- 


tion of their minds, in every hope of 
their hearts. 
Was it necessary to ask 


their consent to capture Manila, the 
capital of their islands? Did we ask 
their consent to liberate tuem from 
Spanish sovereignty or to enter Manila 
Bay and destroy the Spanish sea power 
there': We did not ask these; we were 
obeying a higher moral obligation 
which rested on us, and which did net 
require anybody's consent. We were 
doing our duty by them with the con- 
sent of our own consciences, aud with 
the approval of civilization. Every 
present obligation has been met and 
fulfilled iu the expulsion of Spanish 
sovereignty from, their islands, and 
while the war that destroyed it was iu 
progress wo could not ask their views. 
Nor can we now ask their consent. 


'•Indeed, can any one tell me in 


what form it could be marshaled aud 
ascertained until peace aud order, so 
necessary to reign of reason, shall be 
secured and established? A reign of 
terror ia not the kind of rale under 
which right action and 
deliberate 


judgment are possible. It is not a 
good time for the liberator to submit 
important questions concerning liberty 
and government to the liberated while 
they are engaged iu shooting down 
their rescuers. 


"We have now ended the war with 


Spain. The treaty has been ratified by 
more than two-thirds of the Senate of 
the United States and by the judg- 
ment of nine-tenths of its people. No 
nation was ever more fortunate in war 
or more honorable in negotiations iu 
peace. Spain ia now eliminated from 
tha problem. It remains to ask what 
we shall do now. I do not intrude 
upon the duties of Congress or seek to 
anticipate or forestall its action. I 
only say that the treaty of peace, hon- 
orably secured, having been ratified by 
the Unread States, and, as we confi- 
dently expect, shortly to be ratified in 
Spain, Congress will have the power, 
aud I am sure, the purpose, to do 
what in good morals is right aud just 
and humane for these peoples iu dis- 
tant seas. 


Responsibilities 


"It is sometimes hard to determine 


what is best to do, and the best thing 
;o do is oftentimes the hardest The 
prophet of evil would do nothing, be- 
cause ho flinches at sacrifice aud 
effort, and to do nothing is easiest 


sponsibility of honestly striving for 
their solution. We may not know 
precisely how to solve them, but we 
can make an honest effort to that eix9, 
and if made in conscience, justice ;,i d 
honor, it will not be in vain. 


"The future of the Philippine Is 


lands is now in the hands of th< 
American people. Until the treaty 
was ratified or rejected the exeontiv 
department of this government conld 
only preserve the peace and protoc 
life and property. 
That treaty now 


commits the free and enfranchised 
Filipinos to the guiding baud and the 
liberalizing influences, the generous 
sympathies, the uplifting eincatioii, 
not of their American masters, but of 
their emanicpators. No one can tel 
today what is best for them or for us. 
I know no one at this hour who is 
wise enough or sufficiently informed 
to determine what form of govern- 
ment will best subserve their interests 
aud our interests, their and our well- 
being. 


"If we knew everything by intuition 


—aud I sometimes think there are 
those who believe that if we do not 
they do—we should not need informa- 
tion, ; but, nnfortnatoly, most of us are 
not ia that happy state. The whole 
subject is now with Congress, aud 
Congress is the voice, the conscience 
and the judgment of the American 
people. Upon their judgment and 
conscience can we not rely? I believe 
iu them; I trust them. I know of no 
letter or safer human tribunal than 
the people. 


Promise to the Filipinos. 


"Until Congress shall direct other- 


wise, it will be the duty of the execu- 


tive to possess and hold the Philip- 
pines, giving to the people thereof 
>eace and 
beneficent 
government, 


affording them every opportunity to 
prosecute their lawfnl pursuits, en- 
couraging them in thrift aud industry, 
making them feel and know we are 
heir friends, -not their enemies', that 
.heir good is onr aim; that their wol 
'are is our welfare; but that neither 
heir aspirations nor oura can be real- 
zed nLtil our authority is acknowl- 
edged aud unquestioned. 


"That the inhabitants of the Philip- 


pines will be benefited by this re- 
public is my unshaken belief; that 
hey will have a kindlier government 
under our guidance, and that they will 


>e aided in every possible way to be 
elf-respecting and self-governing peo- 
ile is as true as that the American 
people love liberty and have an abid- 
iig faith in their own government 
,nd their own institntious. 
No im- 


perial designs Inrk in the American 
mind. They are alien to American 
entimeut, thought aud purpose. Our 
priceless principles undergo no change 


and involves the least cost On those f™1 8oldier or a misguided Filipino, 
who have things to do there rests a 
responsibility which is not on those 
who have no obligations as doers. If

to Premier M. Dupuy. 


Francois Felix Fanre, sixth presi- 


dent of the third republic of France, 
was born January 20, 1841, in Paris, 
and was the sou of a cabinetmaker. 


Faure's Successor. 


PARIS, Feb. 17.—Premier Dupuy 


fixed the meeting of the national as- 
sembly iu which the senators and 
deputies will vote for president ot 
France for 1 o'clock tomorrow afttcr- 
iioon. The lody of President Faora 
will lie in state at the palace this af- 
ternoon. Only the ministers, mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps and high 
public functionaries will be allowed 
to view the remains. The pnblio will 
be admitted tomorrow. The obesqaies
